1  as  received  Him, 
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It  Is  Hard  To  Walk 
With  Goo  . 

In  Genesis  5:22-24  the 
Scripture  says,  "Enoch  walked 
with  God."  what  an  incredible 
thing.  For  most  of  us  it  is  hard 
to  even  slow  down  enough  to 
think  about  the  idea,  much  less 
enter  into  the  experience  of 
walking  with  God.  We  do  not 
do  much  walking  in  our  day 
and  time  though  we  move 
faster  than  ever.  I  wonder  if 
Enoch  could  have  survived  in 
our  world.  We  are  a  people  on 
the  move,  on  the  go,  taster  and 
faster  with  less  ana  less  time.  It 
is  hard  to  walk  with  God  in  a 
hurry-up  world.  We  do  not 
walk  anywhere  to  do  anything. 

Some  of  you  will  remember 
the  olden  days  when  times 
were  tough  ana  you  had  to  get 
up  and  walk  all  the  way  across 
the  room  to  change  the  televi¬ 
sion  channel  (if  there  happened 
to  be  another  channel).  Now  we 
are  content  to  sit  to  do  every¬ 
thing.  The  kids  sit  and  stare  at  a 
screen  to  play  games.  Even 
folks  who  think  they  are  getting 
exercise  go  out  to  play  golf  ana 
sit  down  and  ride  around  to  do 
it  May  the  Lord  be  with  us 
when  we  get  in  a  car  and  sit  to 
go  somewhere,  for  we  are 
always  in  a  hurry. 

Just  the  other  day  a  fellow 
came  up  behind  me  like  he  was 
on  the  way  to  the  emergency 
room  at  the  hospital.  We  were 
in  a  section  of  die  road  that  had 
a  double  yellow  line.  It  was 
dear  to  me  that  it  would  be 
hard  for  anybody  to  see  very 
far  down  the  road.  After  about 
a  half-millisecond  this  fellow 
hit  the  gas,  pulled  around  me 
on  a  double  yellow  line  with 
blind  spots  in  front,  came 
around,  and  whipped  back  in

front  of  me,  went  less  than  a 
quarter  of  a  mile,  and  turned 
off  into  driveway  at  his  house. 
He  could  not  have  saved  more 
than  two  seconds.  I  do  not 
believe  that  he  was  really  on  his 
way  to  an  emergency. 

The  fact  is,  no  matter  what 
we  are  doing  we  are  in  a  hurry. 
Let's  eat  something.  If  we  do, 
we  have  to  cook  it  in  the 
microwave  so  we  can  eat  in  20 
seconds  rather  15  or  20  min¬ 
utes.  We  get  an  instant  cup  of 
coffee  or  a  pop-the-top  drink 
and  on  we  go. 

Walking  would  help  us. 
There  is  a  lot  we  can  see  when 
we  walk.  There  is  more  time  for 
contemplation  and  reflection 
because  we  are  not  facing  as 
many  quick  fast-paced  deci¬ 
sions  that  come  ,  our  way  as 
when  we  are  driving  or  even 
running.  So  Enoch  found  some¬ 
thing  special  in  life  that  many 
of  us  may  be  missing:  he 
walked  with  God  and  that 
yielded  many  wonderful  things 
in  his  life.  What  if  you  ana  I 
refocused  our  lives  and 
rearranged  our  schedules  so 
that  we  would  have  opportuni¬ 
ty  to  walk  with  Goa?  What 
would  it  require?  Let  me  quick¬ 
ly  mention  three  things. 

One  is  that  we  would  have 
to  fit  His  pace.  Most  of  us  are 
slow  in  learning  that  God  wants 
us  to  move  at  His  speed,  and  He 
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does  not  submit  to  being  wran¬ 
gled  in  to  fit  our  timing.  We 
need  to  move  at  His  pace  and 
not  ours.  It  has  been  interesting 
to  me  through  the  years,  as  I 
have  watched  people,  that 
probably  as  many  stay  upset 
about  God's  timing  as  they  do 
about  His  actions.  Most  of  us 
have  an  idea  of  what  God  ought 
to  be  doing  or  at  least  what  we 
want  Him  to  do,  but  layered  on 
top  of  that  and  of  equal  impor¬ 
tance  most  of  the  time  is  when 
we  want  Him  to  do  it.  Usually 
the  when  is  right  now.  When  we 
walk  with  God  we  adjust  our 
lives  to  His  pace.  His  patterns. 
His  movements,  and  do  not  sit 
fuming  because  He  does  not 
meet  our  time  frame. 

The  second  thing  required  in 
walking  with  Goa  is  to  trust 
His  grace.  The  fact  is  that  often 
times  when  we  walk  with  God 
we  may  feel  that  He  has  taken  a 
wrong  turn,  but  He  hasn't.  We 
may  mink  that  He  is  not  seeing 
the  whole  picture,  but  He  is. 
We  may  think  that  He  has  fall¬ 
en  down  on  the  job,  but  He  has¬ 
n't.  God  knows  what  He  is 
doing  and  His  grace  is  suffi¬ 
cient  to  meet  the  need  of  every 
experience  in  life  if  we  walk 
with  Him.  Moses  was  not  the 
first  nor  was  he  the  last  to  run 
ahead  of  God  and  try  to  fix 
things,  when  he  struck  the  rock 
instead  of  speaking  to  it. 
Through  the  years  I  have 
watched  many  people  as  they 
have  picked  up  a  stick  or  a 


stone  and  so  quickly  acted 
thinking  that  they  had  to  do 
something  in  order  to  fill  in  a 
gap  that  God  overlooked.  You 
can  trust  His  grace  and  know 
that  if  you  walk  with  Him,  He 
is  not  going  to  be  late.  He  is  not 
going  to  rail,  but  neither  will 
He  be  early,  and  neither  will  He 
always  tell  you  in  advance. 

A  third  thing  that  walking 
with  God  requires  is  to  look 
upon  His  face.  When  we  look  at 
life's  trials  and  tribulations, 
most  of  the  time  our  focus  is 
right  there  on  the  trials  and 
tribulations.  We  so  quickly  see 
storm  clouds  brewing  and  so 
slowly  seek  out  the  face  of  God 
for  His  comfort  and  strength.  It 
is  when  we  learn  to  look  into 
His  face  that  we  find  life's  great¬ 
est  peace  and  find  His  purpose. 

So  often  I  think  of  that  mar¬ 
velous  worship  moment  in 
Isaiah's  life  when  Scripture 
says,  "In  the  year  that  King 
Uzziah  died,  I  saw  also  the  Lord 
..."  (Isaiah  6:1).  The  king  was  a 
friend  of  Isaiah,  no  doubt  a 
counselor  and  confidant.  The 
king  died.  He  went  the  way  of 
all  men,  and  Isaiah  was  left  in 
the  solitude  of  his  own  distress. 
Suddenly  everything  was  going 
to  be  different.  In  that  time 
Isaiah  looked  and  saw  the  Lord. 

You  probably  want  see  Him 
if  you  are  busy  buzzing  around, 
driving  down  file  interstate  at 
75  mpn,  or  stirring  up  a  fuss 
because  you  can't  see  Him.  Slow 
down  enough  to  walk  with 
God.  Walk  down  the  street  with 
God.  Walk  out  in  the  backyard 
or  take  a  walk  through  the 
woods  with  God.  You  might  just 
find  that  He  is  actually  there 
and  is  thrilled  to  have  you  come 
and  join  Him  in  the  journey.
